Central waa built in 1962 as a 
“holding faribiy “ for mentaf ly 
retarded Black chldren. the De- 
rroit News eaid, ft was built, to 
prevent Black children frnm 
attending the facility for White 
mentolly retarded children at 
Eïlisville. Although EllisviUeis 42 
years o ld er than Central, the 
former has more modern foditties 
and pro vides highly advancecl 
living and training services for 
the mentally retarded. 

Dr. Judy Parker, Cenlral's 
medteal directer, claims that 
drugs are useful control devices 
on the children hecause Central 
has a sinall staff and “many of 
those here (the ehtldrenl have 
explosive behaviür problems. “ 
Ho we ver, Dr, Paul Cotten, diree- 
tor of rotardation for the Mississi- 
pi Deparlmenl of Mental Health

The Black children at Central 
live in 10 barraeks-style, üfiö-sto- 
ry. buildings surrounded by a 
high cydone fence which is 
Uipped with barbed wire. Rows of 
close! y placed me tal cóts are 
tourvel inside the hospital, with 
bare floors and curtainless Win¬ 
dows. In nüdaftemoon, it is nnt 
imusunt to sec the children sitling 
tjit Lliuir bedss, heavily drugged 
and vacantly staring al TV. 

Ms. Irma David, chief nurse at 
Central and directer of residenliat 
care, toid the News that hall of 
the children at Central have been 
tliere since 1964.
